ON THE VERGE OF WAR. 


Assistant Secretary Roosevelt En- 
livening the Foreign Situation. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.— This coun- 
try is on the verge of a war with 
Spain.” 

These are the words of Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt. He 
used them at a conference with some 
of the commanders of the naval militia 
whom he had summoned to Washing- 
ton to learn of the state of their com- 
mands and the number of men that 
can be depended on to complete the 
complement of the warships ani the 
auxiliary navy. Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt cautioned the gentlemen 
who had been called into the confer- 
ence not to underestimate the gravity 
of the situation. 

The Navy Department is preparing 
to use every available man of the na- 
val militia. The commanders of the 
reserve who have been called to Wash- 
ington during the last five days have 
had the importance of getting their 
divisions in such shape that a sudden 
call will find them in readiness im- 
pressed upon them. It is for just such 
a crisis as that which now seems im- 
minent that the naval reserve was es- 
tablished and maintained, and the 
young men who have been playing at 
being marines may be called upon to 
enact their parts in real earnest. 

Among the naval-militia command- 
ers called upon by the Navy Depart- 
ment were Commanders William H. 
Stayton and W. Butler Duncan. These 
gentlemen command, respectively, the 


| Brooklyn and New York battalions. 


It is believed that at the conference 
at the Navy Department within the 
last few days, the question was put 
as to how many men the commanders 
of the New York and Brooklyn bat- 
talions would undertake to report as 
available for three months’ war serv- 
ice. Commander Stayton is reported 
to have answered that he would guar- 
antee 275 men out of his battalion. 
Duncan's estimate is sad to have been 


“We are „„ the Assistant 
Secretary is Perther quoted as saying, 
“to convert a large fleet of merchant- 
men into warships. The question 
arises as to whether the naval militia 
will do better work on the improvised 
cruisers or on board the regular ships 
of war.“ 

Commander Stayton declared it to 
be his belief that the proper place for 
the naval militia was on board of the 
regular warships. 

In all there are about five thousand 
naval militiamen in the United States, 
the largest battalion in the country 
being at n Francisco. Organiza- 
tions on the cifla Coast exist at San 
Diego, Santa Barbara, San Francisco, 
Portländ and Olympia. The Navy De- 
partment’s estimate is that 7000 men 
will be needed for the merchant cruis- 
ers. Of this number 3000 will come 


from the regular warships. e places 
of the lar men-of-war men will be 
taken by the naval militia. The pro- 


portion * naval militia to a regular 
warship will be about 25 per cent. of 
the crew. 

The significance of Roosevelt's re- 
marks, joined with the assembling of 
the militia commanders at Washing- 
ton and the bunching of the warships 
and the maneuvers of the torpedo fleet, 
is very great.

THE COURT BRRED. 


Acting Secretary Roosevelt on the 
Case of Lieut. Stan worth. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Sept, 22.—The Navy 

Department has just made public the 


case of G. Stanworth, charged with in- 
toxication on duty on board the Adams 
at Port Angeles. Wash.“ The papers 
are remarkable for the severity of the 
censure passed on both the court and 
the defendant by Acting Secretary 
Roosevelt in his indorsement upon the 
case: The defendant: pleaded in bar 
that he had previously been suspended 
from duty by the captain, and the 
court allowed the out ciency of this 
plea. In his indorsement, Mr. Roose- 
velt says, after reviewing the history 
of the case: 

“The court clearly erred in this ease, 
in the first instance in sustaining the 
plea of the accused in bar of trial, and

WASHINGTON. Sept. 22.— The 
council tonight issued an address 
which in part follows:

“These objects dre very commenda- 
ble and worthy the active support of 
every trade unionist and every lover 
of his fellow-man.

It was won against the combined 
power of wealth, judicial usurpation 
and tyranny. The American Federa- 
tion of Labor, believing only in prac- 
tical methods, has decided to continue 
its support with organizers and money 
until a complete victory for the min- 
ers is won. To this end it calls on its 
unions and on the public to- not halt 
in their full and unmeasured aid to 
this worthy movement. 

“Many families still need support and 
money will be required until the min- 
ers are more fully at work and able 
to help themselves. Let the trade 
unions be liberal in their donations un- 
til this struggle is crowned with com- 
plete success. 

“We can see no need nee the labor. 
convention in Chicago next Monday. 
We advise our unions not to be repre- 
sented there. The money it would cost 
to send delegates would better be 
given to help the suffering miners and 
their families. It is not by irrespon- 
sible talk, inflammatory declaration 
and revolutionary buncombe, that the 
cause of labor can be advanced. Vio- 
lent appeals to the passions of the mul- 
titude can serve no good purpose. It is 
only by systematic organization of the 
working people in trades unions with 
united hearts and united funds and a 
fraternity of purpose which knows no 
bounds of creed, color, nationality or 
politics, that will unlift the masses.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Sept. 22.—[Spes 
cial Dispatch.] The Skaguay boom fg 
“busted.” Prices of everything have 
come down with a crash, and, worst 
of all, the population is leaving, and 
in most cases not in the direction the 
men desired. Less than one hundred 
at 
Skaguay during the last two months 
have reached the headwaters of the 
Yukon, still more are between salt 
water and the summit, but the great 
majority are still on the beach at 


Juneau, or on their way south. 


The steamer Queen, which arrived 
here this morning, brought down’ over 
eighty men who have given up ‘the 
task of getting to the Klondyke this 
season, and they report hundreds af 
their companions will follow them. 
Those who cannot afford to come south 
are swelling the population of Juneau, 
having decided to winter there and 
make a new start in the spring, Those 
who went to Skaguay to start in bust- 
ness are as badly off as the miners, 
Business in every line is overdone, and 


many are being left with heavy stocks 


on their hands, principally of hay and 
grain. 

Passengers by the Quest all 
the old story of hardships incurred 
and sufferings to be encountered on 
the trail. H. Colon of Seattle, one 
of those who came down, sa says no one 
is getting ever on Skaguay trail un- 
less he has a large number of. horses, 
and even then they may not get over 
the summit, for the horses cannot get 
through the deep snow. There were 
four feet of snow on the summit Sep- 
tember 11, the day before he left, and 
the day before the Queen sailed from 
Skaguay ice had formed over the 
smaller streams. 

“Work is not so easy to obtain ‘a 
some people think.“ continued Colon. 
“There are more men there now than 
work can be found for, and wages are 
in consequence getting lower and 
lower. Many of the business offices 
started by men who came up during 
the summer are now being offered for 


sale, but no buyers can be found. 


Horses which brought over $100 earlier 
in the season can now be had for $6 
each. Horses are no good.to anyone, 
for they can hardly get in over the 
track now, and no one wants to incur 
the expense of feeding them. Many 
men are even slaughtering their horses 
so that they will not have to provide 


feed for them.” 


“J. J. Carscadden of Portland is a 
restaurant-keeper at the Tented City. 
He came down to buy provisions and 
get his wife and family. Carscadden 
says there are now thirty-five res- 
taurants in Skaguay, and all doing 
well. He was the second man to start 
in business there, and he tells of how 
he watched prices gradually come down 
as his competitors opened their res- 
taurants. When he first started, bread 
sola for 25 cents a loaf, but now 
there are five bakers at Skaguay, and 
the price is down to 10 cents a loaf. 

An interesting story is told of how 
ane of the restaurant-keeners wished 
to install a Chinese cook. The pro- 
prietor wrote to a Chinese named Sing 
Leb, living at Sitka, offering him $15 
a day to cook at his restaurant. Sing 
Lee, who was then getting $30 a 
month, at once left for Skaguay with 
visians of a palace in China and a 
mandarin's title. But when he ar- 
rived at the Tented City he was told 


to get. The inhabitants of Skaguay 
would not have any Chinese resi- 
dents. 


Sing. however, before leaving Sitka 
for Skaguay, told his cousins, friends 
and acquaintances of his luck, and 
soon after he left nearly every Chinese 
at Sitka threw up his job and a pil- 
grimage to Skaguay began. They had 
get well-started on their journey when 
they met the downcast’ Sing return- 
ing to Sitka, and when he informed 
them of the state of affairs the crowd 
sorrowfully turned back.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—If the 
stories told by the passengers and crew 
of the steamship City of Peking, which 
arrived here from Hongkong, via Hon- 
olulu, Tuesday evening, be true, a state

When the City of Peking arrived at 
Honolulu, the attention of the othcr 
passengers on board that steamer was 
attracted by the remarkable symmetri- 
cal movements of 174 Japanese steer- 
age passengers who were disembark- 
ing. Although classed as laborers, their 
well-drilled and military appearance 
was too palpable to escape observation, 

and occasioned considerable comment. 

The Japanese were apparently under 
the command of a veteran sergeant 
and divided into squads of twenty un- 
der non-commissioned offi-:2rs. 

During the voyage a military dis- 
cipline was observed, which created 
comment among the other stcerage 
passengers and the steamer’s crew, and 
many conjectures were hazarded us to 

’ the meaning of their being shipped to 
the islands. It was generally believed 
that they were sent to the islands for 
' the purpose of forcibly resisting annex- 
at:cu, if necessary. 

Fumcrs of the presence of the Mi- 
kado’s soldiers are not new on the isl- 
ands, and it is said that over one thou- 
sand well-drilled men have already 
been landed there, and about four hun- 
dred veterans of the Japanese-Chinese 
war are expected upon the next 
steamer. 

RATIFICATION PROCEEDINGS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO Sept. 22.—Al- 
though the steamship City of Peking, 
which arrived last night from Hono- 
lulu, brought news that the annexa- 
tion treaty has been ratified by the 
Hawaiian Senate on the Sth inst., no 
details were obtainable until this morn- 
ing, the mails having been delayed in 
quarantine twelve hours. From the ad- 
vices brought under date of the 14th 
inst., the following particulars were 
obtained: 

The Hawaiian Senate met in extra | 
session on the 8th inst. When the 
Senate was called to order the Presi- 

dent's message urging ratification of 
the treaty was read, as also a protest 
on behalf of the Hawaiians who op- 
posed the measure. Both papers were 
referred, with the text of the treaty, 
to the Foreign Relations Committee for 
consideration. On the following day 
that committee reported favorably, 
and upon recommendation, the Senate 
adopted the following resolution by a 
unanimous vote: 

Be it resolved by the Senate of the 
Republic of Hawaii, that the Senate 
: hereby ratifies and advises and con- 

sents to the ratification by the Presi- 
dent of the treaty between the Repub- 
lic of Hawaii and the United States of 
America on the subject of the annexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands to the 
United States of America, concluded 
at Washington June 16, 1897, which 
treaty, word for word, is as follows.“ 
i The text of the treaty then followed. 
In answer to the Hawaiian protest 
adopted at a mass-meeting held Sep- 
tember 6, the committee said in part: 

“As the Legislature of this Republic 
has at the last two sessions passed a 
joint resolution favoring annexation of 
the islands to the United States as one 
of the fundamental grounds for the 
establishment of this government, we 
recommend that the protest be laid 
upon the table, and in doing so, deem 
‘it our duty to say that in our opinion 
the protestants are protesting more on 
the grounds of sentiment than that 
they really believe annexation would 
not promote the best interests and 
most lasting prosperity of these islands 
and all classes of people residing there- 


The British cruiser Comus arrived 
September 18, seventeen days from 
Victoria, B. C. She will remain here 
about one month, and then proceed 
home and go out of commission. 

The Japanese cruiser Waniwa left 
for the Orient on the 7thinst. While 
steaming out of the channel she ran 
on a sandspit, but slid off into deep 
water without sustaining any damage. 

OTHER ADVICES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—The 
steamer City of Peking, which arrived 
in port last evening and was at once 
placed in quarantine, brought advices 
from the Hawaiian Islands up to and 
including the 14th inst. The Senate con- 
vened on September 8, but owing to 
the death of ex-Senator G. Rhodes, 
president of the Legislature, adjourned 
until the following day. The session on 
the 9th lasted less than two hours, but 
in that time the annexation treaty was 
presented and ratified without a dis- 
senting vote. 

The Luso. the organ of the Portu- 
guese residents, on September 13, said: 
The Senate of the republic of Hawali 
nas unanimously ratified the conven- 
tion which cedes Hawaii to the United 
States, not only with all mercantile 
property with doubtful title, but also 
tying up privileges which about fifty 
thousand voters of the Portuguese 
colony enjoy and have enjoyed, and 
which can only be recovered if the 
Congress of the United States, from a 
sense of justice and equity, shall con- 
rede to us the privilege to which we}. 

ve a right. The session was closed 
n the 10th, to be convened again next 
arch in regular session.“

Before the Peking left a call had 
en issued for an immense mass meet- 
| ing to be held on the 18th, and the in- 
dations were that it would be one of 
t largest ever held in the islands. 
Same of the annexationists hoped to 
be able to have Senator Morgan to ad- 
dress the meeting with the object of 
changing the sentiment of the natives, 
but there was little likelihood of their 
plan meeting with success, 

The steamship Australia, having on 
board United States Senator John T. 
Morgan of Alabama, Congressmen A. 
S. Berry. J. G. Cannon, H. C. Louden- 
lager and J. A. Tawney, arrived at 
Honolulu on the 138th. They were ac- 
corded a warm welcome, Senator Mor- 
gan stood the voyage exceedingly well 
and was in excellent health. The Ha- 


waiian Star of the following day pub- 
lished this interview with him: “I have 
nothing of a definite nature to say to 
the newspapers now, as I must first 
have an opportunity to study the situa- 
tion from a new point of view. You 
may say that I am predisposed in fa- 
vor of annexation. I have been an an- 
nexationist practically for thirty years, 
practically since the subject was first 
agitated.”* 

The Luso, the organ of the Portu- 
guese residents, in published articles 


shows the alarm with which that sec- 


tion of the population regards annexa- 
tion. t says: “If the annexation 
should be completed, which we doubt, 
the Portuguese colony as a political 
factor ceases to exist, because in the 
foreign press, both here and in the 
United States, it has been indicated 
with sufficient clearness that they fear 
the influence of the Portuguese vote 
in case this privilge should be conceded 
them. Independence and a good gov- 
ernment of Hawaii means prosperity 
for the colony, but annexation with- 
out the privileges which we speak of 
means ruin.“ 

The delegates who were chosen to 
the American Union party convention 
have completed their platform, which 
was to be presented for adoption at 
the convention to be held on the even- 
ing of the 15th. The platform, as 
arranged, was short and applied solely 
to island affairs. One of the planks 
pledged the party to annexation, first, 
last, and all the time. 

T. B. Murray had issued a call for 
a meeting of the American League 
on the 14th. It was the purpose to 
reorganize the league. Mr. Murray 
had announced his determination to 
retire from the presidency. 

The Hawaiian annexation treaty, 
which was submitted to the United 
States Senate, June 16, but has not 
yet been acted on, provides for the 
cession to the United States of all 
rights of sovereignty over the islands 
and all public land and property. Un- 
der it, the islands would constitute 
a Territory of the United States with 
a local Legislature subject to a veto 
power, invested in the President. 

All the treaties of the United States 
with othér countries would be sub- 
stituted for those now in force with 
Hawaii. The further immigration cf 
Chinese to the islands is to be pro- 
hibited, and our laws on the subject 
are to be extended to Hawaii. The 
treaty provides for the assumption by 
the United States of the Hawaiian 
public debt of $4,000,000. The docu- 
ment will probably ccme up for con- 
sideration, rejection or ratification by 
the Senate when Congress meets in 
December. 


TO SEIZE THE CHINA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ]} 


There is a report in Japan to the ef- 
fect that the Pacific Mail steamship 
City of China may be seized to secure 
the Mikado’s claims against the Ha- 
wallan government. The vessel is now 
under the Hawalian flag, and in case 
of annexation, would sail under the 
American flag, and be entitled to sub- 
sidies for carrying the mails. The 
Japan Mail, commenting on the pros- 
pect of Japanese seizure of the ship, 
says the claims against Hawaii will 
soon be settled by arbitration, and that 
the islands will probably be able to 
pay any award granted to Japan. 

BALTIMORE ORDERED OUT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


VALLEJO, Sept. 22.—Orders have 


been received at the navy yard to put 


the cruiser Baltimore in commission 
October 1. She is ordered to proceed 
to Honolulu, presumably to relieve the 
Philadelphia. 


CHINESE BUYING SILVER. 


Interesting News from the Orient. 
Tunnel Caves In. 
[ASSOOIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—The 
steamship City of Peking brings the 
following news from China and Japan: 

Russia has obtained from the Korean 

Cabinet permission to use part of Ze- 

tuei Island as a coal depot. Japan al- 

ready occupies the larger portion of the 
island. 


It is stated by the Japanese news- 


papers that Chinese have formed a 
syndicate and are buying in all the sil- 
ver obtainable in anticipation of the 
adoption of the gold standard after 
October 1. It is feared that sufficient 
silver may be collected, when Hong 
Kong and Singapore are taken into 
consideration, to purchase all the gold 
coins minted. The government is 
alarmed at this prospect and is study- 
ing to avert the catastrophe. Some 
advise it to stop exchange altogether, 
while others suggest that restriction 
should be placed on the aggregate 
amount of exchange, and that this 
should not exceed 50,000 yen daily. 

On August 31 a tunnel on a line of 
railway in Japan caved in and buried 
alive twenty-one persons. Seven were 
excavated, three of whom were dead. 
The remaining fourteen were still en- 
tombed at last advices. 


THE SUPERVISORAL MUDDLE. 


Auditor Broderick Refuses to Rec- 
ognize Either Board’s Tax Levy.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—The Su- 
pervisoral muddle was further involved 
this morning by the refusal of Auditor 
Broderick to recognize either of the 
tax levies submitted by the old and 
new boards of supervisors. After sev- 
eral days of legal wrangling, he says 
that he cannot make up his mind which 
of the levies is the correct one, and 
that therefore he will let the Supreme 
Court decide the momentous question 
for him, so as to avoid the possibility 
of any mistake.

Towns in Danger of Floods—Attacks 
i on Christians. 
[ASSUUIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


TACOMA, (Wash.,) Sept. 22.—China 
advices -per the steamer Empress of 
China. today report that this year’s 
freshet was lower by more than a 
foot than those of preceding years, but 
in spite of this decrease and also the 
fact that the Grand Canal has not con- 
tributed anything like its usual quan- 
tity of water, the Pei-Ho River has 
burst both its eastern and western 
banks, and one vast sheet of water now 
stretches from Yang Chung to Pei- 
Kuan, a distance of twenty odd miles. 
One hundred thousand people have 
been rendered destitute, and the dam- 
age to property is estimated at about 
1,000,000 yen. 

Towns are in danger from the flood, 
and should a wind of any strength 
arise the damage to the road from the 
=e of the waves will be consider- 
able. 

A Chou-Ping missionary correspond- 
ent writes that the rumors about for- 


elgners and about Christians kidnap- 


ing children are still being circu- 
lated. The governor has issued a 
proclamation, it is true, but it has 
really done more harm in increasing 
the fears of the people and made them 
more suspicious of all strangers than 
before. Last week three travelers 
passing through a village were set 
upon and beaten to death and buried 
by the excited mob. Another man, 
—— just outside the city, was ac- 
cus of kidnaping, and became 80 
frightened by the threats that he lost 

is reason and is now running about 
the place half naked and quite crazed. 

Several Christians have been beaten, 
and attacks have been made upon some 
of the chapels. The officers in the dis- 
trict are doing everything to quiet the 
people, and so far there has been no 
attacks on residences at Chou-Ping. 

In regard to the American naval ves- 
sels at Yokohama, the Mail of Septem- 
ber 3, said: “The United States 
steamer Olympia is expected to leave 
for Chomulpo about the 15th inst. The 
Yorktown will leave for home in the 
course of the next month, and the Ma- 
chias will probably follow during the 
latter part of November. A large pro- 
portion of the Olympia’s officers are to 
be transferred to the Yorktown and 
Machais.“ 

The possibility of an alliance between 
Japan and China is being talked of by 
military men. 

Capt. Kurooka, of the Japanese war- 
ship Naniwa stated in a recent inter- 
view that the Japanese orders pro- 
cured by American ship-buſlders are 
merely sentimental. He further said 
said that in the opinions of experts, 
the hulls alone of the two cruisers be- 
ing built at the Union Iron Works in 
San Francisco and the Cramp ship 
yards on the Delaware will cost as 
much as the hulls and armament com- 
bined would have cost in England. 

A Japanese vineyardist and wine- 
grower, Nagasawa Kanae, has obtained 
a concession from the Mexican gov - 
ernment to establish a Japanese colony 
in Northern Mexico. e is now in 
Tokio organizing the first section of 
the colony, and the Japanese papers 
say that his scheme is to take not less 
than 250,000 Japanese to Mexico, chiefly 
to cultivate sugar cane. 


TERRORS OF THE SEA. 


Experience of the Abner Coburn and 
Her Crew.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—Among 
the cabin passengers who arrived from 
the Orient on the steamer City of Pe- 
king were Mrs. A. Nichols, Miss M.

Chief Officer M. L. Sparks was thrown 
against one of the small boats and se- 
riously hurt. The storm continued for 
two days after the captain died, but the 
second officer, J. F. Nichols, a son of 
the skipper, rigged up a jury rudder 
and navigated the vessel for fifteen 
days, during which time Chief Officer 
Sparks was confined to his berth. Capt. 
Nichols’s body was buried at sea, his 
son reading the burial service as his 
remains were consigned te the deep.

LIABILITIES OF STOCKHOLDERS. 


Welch Will Get His Damages for an 
Old Harvester. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

STOCKTON, Sept. 22.—The compli- 
cated suit vi C. E. Welch against the 
stockholders of the old Shippee Har- 
vester Works was decided by Judge 
Jones today against the defendants. 
The litigation dates back many years. 
Welch bought a combined harvester 
of the old Shippee Company under a 
guarantee. It did not work to his sat- 
isfaction, and he brought suit and got 
judgment. The corporation went into 
insolvency. This left Welch in the 
lurch, but not all of the stock of the 
corporation had been paid up and he 
brought action to compel the stock-, 
holders to pay up on the judgment. 

The court holds that the stockhold- 
ers are liable now. A number of the 
stockholders transferred their stock to 
escape liability, but the court holds 
these transfers are not valid as against 
oreditors.

His Brother’s Murderer. 


EUREKA, Sept. 22.—Charles Hoag- 
lin died today at Blocksburg from in- 
juries received from his brother Hark. 
during a drunken quarrel last right. 
The brothers disagreed upon a trivial 
point, and Hank hit Charley on the 
head with a pick. The blow scemed 


to produce no ill effects, and Charley

Horace D. Pillisbury’s Crisis. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—Horace 
D. Pillsbury, a son of Evan J. Pills- 
bury, the well-known attorney, is lying 
at the point of death in his apartments 
at the Palace Hotel, suffering from a 
severe attack of appendicitis. Mrs. C. 
H. Taylor, wife of the editor cf the 
Boston Globe, and her daughter, Miss 
Elizabeth Taylor, reached here from 
the East Monday night. Miss Taylor 
has been engaged to young Pillsbury 
for a year, and the weddiag had been 
arranged for next summer. Since their 
arrival, mother and daughter have been 
almost constantly at his bedside. 


Scott Convicted of Manslaughter. 


BAKERSFIELD, Sent. 22.—At the 
close of an eight days’ trial, the jury 
this evening brought in a verdict of 
manslaughter against L. A. Scott for 
the „killing of Charles Richards at 
Randsburg in September, 1896. Scott 
and Richards quarreled and had a 
rough-and-tumble fight. Finally, Rich- 
ards broke away and started to run, 
when Scott picked up a revolver that 
had fallen from Richard’s pocket and 
shot him dead. This was Scott’s sec- 
ond trial, the first jury having dis- 
agreed. Sentence will be passed Sat- 
urday morning. 


John O’Brien’s Downfall. 


OAKLAND, Sept. 22.—John O’Brien, 

who was arrested for robbing a saloon 
till and locked up, after flooring three 
policemen, is well-known all over the 
the country, and came into prominence 
during the great strike of 93. He 
founded a daily newspaper called the 
Railroad Man’s Advocate, and for a 
few weeks he coined money. Every 
merchant was anxious to advertise in 
it, and everybody wanted to buy it, 
but when the strike collapsed, the pa- 
per went out. of existence. 


Great Mexican Coal- beds. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—The 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
thinks it will soon develop great coal 
mines in the State of Sonora, Mex. 
Five prominent officials of the com- 
pany, with H. E. Huntington at 
their head, have just returned from a 
hasty visit to that region. The com- 
pany has secured an option on what 
it believes to be rich anthracite coal 
fields of wide area. Mr. Huntington 
says that the coal-produeing territory 
is about sixty miles square. 


Damaged Steamers. 


PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Sept. 
22.—When the steamer Queen left 
Juneau the steamer AIl-Ki, from Se- 
attle, was there with her boilers leak- 
ing. It will take three or four days 
to repair her boilers, when she will re- 
turn south. The Queen’s officers re- 
port having spoken the steamer City 
of Topeka near Juneau with two of her 
propellor blades broken and her crank- 
shaft bent. The cause of the accident 
was not learned. 


Diphtheria in Chinatown. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—The 
Board of Health is apprehensive that 
a diphtheria epidemic is impending in 
the Chinese quarter, and extraordinary 
precautions are being taken to pre- 
vent a spread of the disease. If the 
situation should grow more alarming 
Chinatown will probaby be quarantined 
Against the rest of the city and its 
population compelled to remain with- 
ing the lines until all danger is passed. 


They Thirsted for Beer. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept 22.—Two of 
the sailors of the gunboat Wheeling 
attempted to swim ashore from their 
ship, a distance of over a mile, to get 
a schooner of beer. They were picked 
up by a boatman, by whom they were 
discovered nearly exhausted, 
brought ashore. They slaked their 
thirst, and waited an opportunity to 
get back to their vessel. They ‘have 
been stowing coal since. 


Gold for California Wheat. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—The 
steamship Moano, due at this port to- 
morrow, will bring $4,000,000 in gold to 
pay for wheat shipped from here to 
England. This is the second payment 
from the same source for this season’s 
wheat crop. The Mariposa brought 

„250,000 in sovereigns last month, and 
a conservative estimate places the 
amount to be received for the season 
from that source at $25,000,000. 


Captain Jenks to be Tried. 


SAN FRANCISGO; Sept. 22.—Capt. 
Charles A. Jenks of Troop A of the Na- 
tional Guard is to be tried before a 
court-martial on a charge of having al- 
lowed the horses of his troop to be 
starved. The court of inquiry which 
met tonight completed its labors and 
prepared a report stating that a court- 
martial is not only warranted. but is 
demanded by the facts of the case. 


Fire at Fort Bragg. 


_ FORT BRAGG, Sept. 22.—Fire today 


on Franklin street destroyed the hotel 
building owned by Isaac Kemppe Jr., 
and the hotel and saloon an 1 lodging- 
house owned by Charles Aulin. The 
fire originated in the first- mentioned 
building. The cause is unknown. The 
losses are fully covered by insurance. 


Steel Rails for Korea. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 22.—Steam- 
ship Kagoshima of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha line sailed today for the Orient 
with a cargo of 4000 tons, valued at 
$222,700, the largest single consignment 
being 40,000 steel rails and equipment 
going to Chemulpo, Korea.

STREET SURFACING. 
OF COMMERCE 


FOR DOMESTIC MATERIALS. 
— 


San Bernardino Has not Withdrawn 
Its Exhibit—Question of a New 
York Exhibit—Creating a Market 
in Foreign Countries—New Mem- 
bers. 


In spite of the hot weather, the large 
amount of business scheduled to come 
before the board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce brought out a 
tolerably full attendance at the regu- 
lar meciing yesterday afternoon. The 
principal subject unger discussion was 
the matter of changing the specifica- 
tion for resurfacing the city streets, 
so that home material should be used. 
In this connection a communication 
with specifications and recommenda- 
tions was read from the Oil Burning 
Supply Company, calling attention to 
the fact that the specifications drawn 
up for surfacing the streets of this 
city were prepared with the express 
purpose of barring out the use of do- 
mestic products, and asking > that the 
good offices of the chamber be used 
toward having the specifications 
changed so that the home productions 
would stand an equal chance with for- 
eign material. The matter was referrea 
to the Committee on Manufactures, 
with instructions to make every effort 
possible to have the specifications so 
changed as to give an opportunity for 
our local firms to bid on street work. 

With feference to the supposed with- 
drawal of the San Bernardino county 
exhibit from the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, a communication was 
read from the Board of Supervisors or 
San Bernardino county stating that, 
for the lack of funds, the board would 
not be able to make an appropriation 
for an exhibit of San Bernardino 
county products at the Omaha Exposi- 
tion next year. The communication 
also called attention to the fact that 
the report in the daily papers that the 
board had decided to withdraw its sup- 
tj from the ‘county exhibit of the 

s Angeles Chamber of Commerce was 
incorrect. The matter only referred 
to the Omaha Exposition. San Ber- 
nardino’s exhibit will remain intact 
and be added to as occasion demands. 
The question of placing an exhibit of 
‘Southern California products in New 
York came up again, and a communi- 
‘cation was read from Aldace F. Wal- 
ker, chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Santa Fé system, stating 
that if the Chamber desired to open an 
exhibit in New York for the purpose 
of displaying the products of Southern 
California, a very desirable room 
could now be obtained on Broadway, 
near Twenty-ninth street, at a very 
reasonable rent. Adding to this the 
salary of one or two competent men, 
and the proper fixtures, the exhibit 
could, in all probability, be maintained 
until March 1 for about $5000. The 
communication was ordered filed for 
The | consideration. 

The lesson taught by the success of 

e Southern California ‘exhibit at 
Hamburg. was enforced in a communi- 
cation that was read from i 
Humphreys, asking the chamber to do 
something in the matter of creating a 

tter and more profitable market for 
the green and dried fruits of this 
county, and suggesting that a compe- 
tent party be sent to the foreign coun- 

tries to work up a trade and look into 
the requirements of the foreign mer- 
chant. Upon his report, if favorable, 
the chamber might take vigorous 
action toward carrying out the recom- 
mendations made by this representa- 
‘tive, and see if it would not be bene- 
ficial to all interested in the fruit in- 
dustry. Considerable discussion arose 
over the reading of this letter, and 
the secretary was instructed to confer 
with the leading fruit growers of this 
county as to the advisability of calling 
@ convention of both deciduous growers 
nd packers and see if some organiza- 
tion could not be formed that would 
benefit all concerned.

PURE FOOD LAWS. 


Interesting Letter ter Received From 
Governor Budd. 


Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Los 
Angeles Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association addressed a com- 
munication some time ago to the State 
Board of Health in regard to the pure 
food laws and some matters of trans- 
portation. Recently he was surprised 
to learn from them in reply that they 
had referred the matter to the San 
Francisco Board of Health. He at once 
wrote to Gov. Budd, asking why an 
inquiry addressed to the State Board 
of Health upon matters pertaining to 
the State laws should be referred to 
a municipal board of health for reply. 
The Governor’s answer is as follows: 

Dear Sir: Your letter of Septem- 
ber 4 to Gov. Budd, in relation to a 
communication addressed by you to 
the State Board of Health, and re- 
ferred by that body to the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Health, has been re 
ceived. Upon inquiry of the secretary 
of the State Board of Health this of- 
fice was informed that the questions 
asked in your letter were of a legal 
nature and not of a character to be 
determined by that body. As a matter 
of courtesy and with a desire to help 
you in your work, your letter was re- 
ferred to the San Francisco Board of 
Health who are furnished with an at- 
torney, at the expense of the State, 
and which has been engaged for some 
time upon enforcement of the pure- 
food. laws of this State. Reference to 
the San Francisco Board of Health 
was made with the intention of pro- 
curing information and assistance, 
which was not in the power of the 
State Board of Health to supply. If 
the reply you received from the San 
Francisco Board of Health was not 
satisfactory, if you will so inform the 
secretary of the State Board of Health 
he will endeavor to procure for you 
the information you desire. Yours re-

COMMERCIAL. 

AGRICULTURE AND PROSPER- 
ITY. When wheat touched a dollar a 
bushel in Minneapolis, Charles A. Pills- 
bury, the world-renowned wheat man 
of that city, fulfilled a promise which 
he had made, and dined one hundred, 
oF his friends in grand style at the 

inneapolis Club. Several weeks be- 
fore he had prophesied that wheat 
would go to a dollar, and had promised 
to give a dinner when that price had 
been reached. “Dollar wheat’’ was 
therefore the leading toast at the ban- 
quet, and most of the guests expressed 
the belief that wheat would remain at 
the dollar mark for a long time. In 
welcoming his guests, Mr. Pillsbury 
made the following interesting speech, 
which is taken from the Minneapolis 
Journal: 

“Some weeks ago I predicted to sev- 
eral of my friends that wheat would 
reach a dollar a bushel before the new 
crop was fit to grind, and promised 
that rs would set up a dinner in case 
it did. 

“It gives me pleasure to welcome you 
all here this evening, that we may re- 
joice with each other over the aus- 
picious event. My chief regret at the 
present moment is that, owing to the 
limitations of this club, I was unable 
to invite all the members of our cham- 
ber, and even their wives and sweet- 
hearts. But I was compelled to cur- 
tail my invitations to the capacity of 
this room. 

„J have long been a believer that we 
could have no genuine prosperity in 
this country—and especially in this part 
of it—unless the farmers were liberally 
rewarded for the fruit of their indus- 
try. 

“As a miller I have never failed to 
make money when wheat was around 
a dollar a bushel, and I have never 
succeeded in making any money when 
wheat was around 50 to 60 cents a 
bushel. 

“People may have their theories 
about the tariff—about gold or silver— 
or other circulating mediums. But my 
main theory is that the prosperity of 
the agriculturists is the basis and foun- 
dation of all true prosperity. Give the 
farmer good, liberal prices for their 
productions, and their purchasing 
power will be so increased that the in- 
creased demand for all merchandise 
and manufactured goods will bring 
prosperity to the merchants, to the 
manufacturer and through them to 
the laboring man. 

“The forty or fifty millions dollars 
extra which we expect the farmers of 
these three States to obtain for their 
wheat crop will be represented not only 
by the forty or fifty million dollars ex- 
tra which they will pay out, but the 
money will be used over and over agai 
and will be multiplied to at least fo 
or five hundred million dollars. 
There are many manufacturers and 
business men who are always looking 
to Wall street for evidences of pros- 
perity; many who have not known of 
the actual condition of the farmer. 
They will always look in vain if they 
expect to see the commencement of 
prosperity in that direction. ; 

“Let them look to the agricultural 
and laboring communities; if prosperity 
and contentment reign there, then it 
certainly must bring prosperity to the 
capitalist and manufacturer. 

“I do not wish to bring partisan poli- 
tics into a meeting like this. But I 
have this to say: Wether a man be- 
lieves in protection or free trade; if 
there is to be a_ protective tariff, we 
in the Northwest want our full share 
of protection. 

“Now, this tariff bill just passed 
protects the interests of the agricul- 
tural communities (as compared with 
the protection given in other directions) 
more than any tariff law ever placed 
on our statute books. Almost for the 
first time has the Northwest been able 
to claim, and enforce their demands 
for their full proportion of the favors 
to be allotted by the bill. 

“But I am taking too much of your 
time. I am particularly glad that the 
advance in wheat has come at the pres- 
ent time, for several reasons: 

“First—It has come before the farm- 
ers have parted with any considerable 
portion of their wheat; and conse- 
quently they will obtain nearly the full 
benefit of the advance. 

“Second—It has been a conspicuous, 
though costly, lesson to the short seller, 
showing that it is not always safe to 
sell growing crops at 60 cents per 
bushel. 

“Wheat should have gone to $1 last 
May or June; the legitimate situation 
warranted it, but as soon as our new 
crop showed fair prospects every bear 
and speculator began to sell wheat for 
September delivery at about 65 cents, 
when cash wheat was worth considera- 
bly more. The foreigners naturally 
would only buy from hand to mouth to 
satisfy their most pressing wants, un- 
der such circumstances; and they 
bought so sparingly that cash wheat 
actually declined instead of advancing. 
The result is a good illustration of the 
old proverb, that you should not ‘count 
your chickens before they are hatched.’ 
The growing crop did not turn out to 
be so abundant as expected—it rarely 


does. 

“All Europe was caught with the 
smallest supplies ever known; while the 
crop actually harvested the world over 
is one of the smallest, if not the small- 


est. 

“I have my personal opinion of the 
men, or set of men, who try to depre- 
ciate the value of the crops. Suffice it 
to say that I believe they are the -great- 
est enemies to our commercial pros- 
perity; and if there were any way to 
prevent it, I would be most heartily in 
favor of it. 

“I can truthfully say this: That, no 
matter how great the temptation, I 
Was never, myself, nor was any com- 

y controlled by me, short a single 

ushel of wheat, or any other agricul- 

tural product. I challenge any man to 
prove the contrary. 

“Third—I am especially glad of the 
advance at this time, because I be- 
lieve it has come to stay with us for 
awhile. We doubtiess will have reac- 
tions. The farmers of the Northwest 
may market their crops so freely as to 
cause a temporary reaction. Such re- 
actions are natural, and to be expected: 
but I make the prediction that the av- 
erage price of choice milling wheat will 
be above $1 in Minneapolis for the year 
to come, and after the rush of the first 
farmers’ deliveries, there will be plenty 
of opportunities for every farmer in 
this State, who has genuine No. 1 
northern wheat, to obtain $1 a bushe! 
for it at his nearest country elevator. 

“My reasons are, concisely, these: 
The crops of all other exporting coun- 
tries are much han has been 

nerally supposed. The visible and 

visible ali over the world is down to 
the smallest supply ever known. 

“America is expected by all Europe to 
furnish a larger amount of wheat than 
she ever did before. This, it is simply 
impossible for her to do, because, when 
you take into account our present crop, 
which is certainly not over 500,000,000 
bushels, and the visible and invisible 
supplies, we cannot export a single 
bushel more than we did last year, and 
much less wheat than we have in some 
previous years. 

“We start in on this crop with all the 


mulaiions of previous crops ex- 
— having been once exhausted. 


we eannot draw upon these supplies 
again. 

“Another thing: I believe these higher 
prices of wheat will not be confined to 
this year alone. Our invisible supplies, 
the world over, have been so drawn 
upon that it is going to take more than 
‘one large, full crop all over the world, 
to put prices as low as they have been. 

“So I look for better times, com- 
mencing with the prosperity of the 
farmer and laboring man, and reach- 
ing down even to the moneyed mag- 
nates of the East. I hope the West 
will. soon begin to hold up its head 
higher than ever, and instead of fol- 
lowing in blind subservience the dic- 
tates of the eastern magnates, will 
start out with a broad, liberal policy 
of its own, which will consider the 
welfare and prosperity of every sec- 
tion of our commem country. We 
have been fast getting into a more 
independent position. These improved 
prices for our crops. will help us 
to make still further strides in that 
direction. Shall we not avail our- 
selves of the opportunities divine Provi- 


‘dence is just throwing into our hands 


and make true the prediction of one 
of the greatest statesmen of the day, 
that the ‘seat of empire of this coun- 
try would be located not far from 
where we are now’? To accomplish 
this, we must be led by men of brains. 
who have been successful in their 
own undertakings; by men of action 
and not of theory; and, above all, by 
broad-minded men who realize the 
wants of our whole country, and not 
of a section only. : 

“But I must apologize to you for 
taking up so much of your time. I 
will only say finally that I am glad 
of this advance because it will throw 
the calamity howler out of a job. I 
see him, in my mind’s eye, in the im- 
mediate future, aimlessly and gloomily 
wandering about with the idea fore- 
most in his head that mankind and na- 
ture have conspired to rob him of his 
only means of making a livelihood.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

BIG IRON DEPOSIT. A discovery 
of iron ore has just been made in 
Northern Michigan, which surpassés 
anything before reported in that land 
of mineral wealth. Fully 40,000,000 tons 
of ore are in sight, and it lies only 
eleven feet below the surface. Ore of 
the very highest quality can be taken 
from this mine for 30 cents per ton. 
This is 20 cents cheaper than the iron 
mountain ore, the discovery of which 
has given this country control of the 
iron industries of the world. We have 
already exported more than 150,000 tons 
of steel and iron in various forms, 
against only 100,000 tons during the 
whole of last year. Commenting upon 
this discovery, the American Cultivator 
says: 

“Our cheaper supplies of iron and 
the better quality of our iron manu- 
factures are enabling American manu- 
facturers to undersell the iron products 
of this country in the world’s markets. 
It used to be said that whoever can 
control the iron trade would secure 
commercial supremacy. We ought to 
be able soon to build iron steamships 
more cheaply than England can do so. 
Our lake commerce is now largely car- 
ried in whaleback vessels built at 
Cleveland, O.” 


THE LABOR QUESTION. A few 
weeks ago a New York merchant in- 
serted the following advertisement in 
two of the leading papers of that city: 

Wanted—Boy; $4 per week., with 
chance for advancement if faithful 
and reliable. Address, in own hand- 
writing, Walter, 52 Leonard street.” 

Within just twenty-four hours the 
advertiser had received 511 applica- 
tions in writing and seventy personal 
requests for the position. More than 
half the applications gave ages, aver- 
aging 18 years, one giving his age as 
24. With only a few exceptions the 
letters were written in excellent style 
of penmanship,withcorrect spelling and 
punctuation, a large number stating 
that the writers were graduates of ccr- 
tain specified grammar schools. Four of 
the applicants claimed ability to speak 
and write four different languages, ard 
more than a score claimed to be mas- 
ter of two languages. Many of the 
letters came from Elizabeth, Rahway, 
Plainfield and other places from which 
communication rates to and from New 
York are more than one-quarter the 
wages offered, and a very large number 
of the applicants solicited the position 
at $3 per week. Commenting upon this, 
a San Francisco journal, the Califor- 
nia Sugar Beet, says: 

“What is a country coming to when 
there is such strife for a position the 
emoluments of which scarce serve to 
keep body and soul together? The fact is 
opportunities for young men of this 
generation to obtain positions where 
they can earn a mere liyelihood, with- 
out regard to any prospect for ad- 
vancement, are daily becoming fewer. 
We are quite well aware of the fact 
that it is customary with a certain 
class of wilfully blind persons to dis- 
pute this and to claim that there are 
just as many and just as good oppor- 
tunities today as there ever were in 
the past. But the man who has him- 
self tried to find an opening, or has 
tried to find one for others, knows how 
fallacious is this claim. Every day the 
opportunities lessen, every day it be- 
comes more difficult for a young man 
to establish himself, every day the loss 
of position by those in the enjoyment 
of regular and well-paid employment 
becomes more imminent. For every 
vacancy there are hundreds of appli- 
cants, and every day sees a new crop 
of young men anxiously seeking em- 
ployment and as in the case under dis- 
cussion, willing to take it at almost 
any price. 2 

“What will be the end? What is the 
solution of the constantly- increasing 
overcrowding of all avenues of employ- 
ment?“

HOTTEST IX TWO YEARS. 


PREVAILING HOT SPELL DUE TO 
LOCAL CONDITIONS. 


The Thermometer 95 -Yesterday—It 
Was 97 the Day Before—The Hot 
Spell Will Continue—Ten of the 
Last Twenty Years . Higher 


_“The cause of the present hot spell?” 
repeated George E. Franklin, loval 
forecast. official of the Weather Bureau 


yesterday, “well, it began on 
the 18th instant, and the daily 
weather chart shows an area of 


high atmospheric pressure over the 
whole mountain and plateau region 


with gradients diminishing — towards 


the southwest. In this section and 
area a low atmospheric pressure in the 
center has prevailed and caused an 
indraft of dessicating land winds from 
surrounding deserts, heated by dy- 
namic effects, and so caused the warm 
weather now prevailing. 

No, this is not the hot wave ex- 
perienced by Chicago lately. It is 
purely local in its origin, confined to 
Southern Calffornia, and is caused by 
the conditions described which have 
been about constant for several days; 
and the indications are that they will 
continue. 

“On September 18 the thermometer 
registered 92 degs. at its highest; on 
September 19, 87; on September 20, 94. 
Yesterday it was 97, the highest point 
attained since 1895, when it registered 
the same height on September 25 of 
that year. 

For today’s temperature we must 
o to the top of the building.“ and Mr. 
anklin and the Times reporter 
climbed out a back window, up a steep 
outer stairway, over a coping, across 
the roof and up the ladder of a four- 
legged construction on top of the Wil- 
son Block, where everything was high 
and hot, to look at the mercury regis- 
ter, It showed that a little after i2 
o’clock yesterday the mercury had been 
95 in the shade, while at that moment, 
2:45 p. m., by the City Hall clock across 
the way, it had fallen to 87. A drop of 
8 degs. had taken place in two hours 
and a half, and nobody in town yester- 
day would have believed it. 
This is not the hottest weather Los 
Angeles has had, by any means,” Mr. 
Franklin continued, as they descended 
again to lower and hotter regions. 
“Half of the last twenty years have 
shown higher temperatures than this. 
Ten of them have ranged from 98 degs. 
to 108, the maximum reached in 1885, 
and six of those ten years had weatier 
that raised the mercury up to and 
beyond the 100 deg. mark. 

In June this year the highest tem- 
perature was 88, in July 86, and for five 
days last month from August 19 to 23, 
the mercury ranged from 91 to 96— very 
nearly as warm a spell as this.” 

“J see it is a quarter of six by your 
Official clock, nearly supper time,“ 
said the reporter. 

That clock keeps the time of the 
seventieth meridian, by which all the 
Weather Bureau reports are taken. If 
we took them by local time at each 
station the result would be inextric- 
able confusion. They are all taken by 
the time at Greenwich. That clock 


fs three hours faster than local time.“

BLANCHE CUNNINGHAWM’S STORY 
OF HER LIFE.

A Cane .of Total Depravity at the 


Age of Only Thirteen 
Years. 


WAS TO BE MARRIED TODAY.

JUSTICE MORRISON REFUSED TO 
ALLOW THE CEREMONY.

She is Badly Mixed as to Relatives 
and Complains That There Area 
Score of Girls Her Age Just 
Like Her Unpunished. 


Blanche Cunningham, one of the most 
depraved girls of her age in this or any 
other city, for she is only 13 years old, 
was before Justice Morrison yesterday 
for trial on a charge of burglary. The 
girl was arrested by Officer F. M. Fow- 
ler for entering a house by way of a 
window and stealing two hats belong- 
ing to the mistress of the house. 

This was not her first offense, by any 
means. Almost a year ago the girl 
was arrested for consorting with men, 
including two or three negroes, and an 
effort was made to send her to some re- 
formatory institution, but promises 
were made by her relatives to take 
her in charge and she was turned over 
to them. 

In less than six months the girl was 
arrested near Chino for living in a 
tent with three men and another gin 
of about her own age.. This arrest re- 
sulted in the apprehension of one Levi 
Welch, a boy about 19 years of age, at 
San Bernardino on a charge of rape. 
He was living with Blanche Cunning- 
ham, and, by her own statement, she 
was under the age of consent fixed by 
law. The boy was held in jail at San 
Bernardino and the girl returned here, 
Again relatives saved her from incar- 
ceration in Whittier. 

This last case was a clear one, how- 
ever, and Officer Fowler had testimony 
enough to send the girl to Whittier, as 
she was too young to go to prison. 

When the case was called yesterday 
afternoon a statement was made to 
Justice Morrison that the boy Levi 
Welch had been released from the jail 
in San Bernardino, the charge of rape 
against him being dismissed, and that 
he was present in the courtroom with 
the father and the ‘mother of the girl, 
ready, willing and anxious to marry 
her. It was added that the child 
wanted to marry the Welch boy, and 
would promise anything to be allowed 
to become ‘his wife. Justice Morrison 
continued the case for an hour or two 
to “think it over,“ and in the mean- 
time Welch, accompanied by the child’s 
mother, went to the County Clerk’s 
office for a marriage license. 

As she sat in the courtroom Blanche 


looking not a day over 13 years of age, 
dressed in tawdry garments and with 
a face hardened by dissipation, she 
was a curious mixture of the good one 
would expect in a child of her years 
and the evil which her face showed 
so unmistakably and to which she con- 
fessed with a sang froid that would 
have done credit to a woman twice her 
years in age and thrice her years in 
experience in the lowest brothels of the 
city. 

„I'm the worst. mixed-up kid you ever 
heard of anyhow,” she said to the re- 
porter. Listen; I’ve got a father and 
a mother,” a step-father and a step- 
mother, one brother, two sisters, one 
half-brother, one half-sister, one step- 
sister and two step-brothers. Do you 
wonder I got crooked in such a mix up 
as that?” 

Who have you been living with?“ 
was asked. 

„Oh, first one, then another of my rel- 
atives,” she answered with a laugh. 
„That is,“ she added, when I haven't 
been with the boys in a tent some- 
where.“ 

Is it possible, Blanche, that you 
have been guilty of all they say you 
have done?“ 

“Yes, I don’t deny it. But I want 
you to understand I’m not the only 
plum with a speck on it. There are 
fifteen girls I can name in this town, 
none of them older than 15 years, who 
are as bad or worse than Iam. Why 
don’t the officers go after them once in 
a while?’ 

Where did you meet your compan- 
ions here in the city?’ 

What, the boys and the other girls? 
Oh, we used to meet in a house called 
the ‘Camp,’ down on Alameda near 
Banning street. The fellow kept a beer 
joint and we used to go there every 
night. I want to marry Welch, I do, 
and if they'll let me I’ll behave. 1 

Just then her mother came into the 


courtroom. How are you, daughter?“ 
she asked. Did he get it?“ the child 
replied. No,“ the mother answered; 


we must find your father.” 

Well, he’s out there in the hall, and 
hurry this thing along, will you?” was 
Blanche’s reply. 

The mother went to find the father 
of her child, for when she and Welch 
went after a marriage license the clerk 
refused to issue it, learning the girl’s 
age, unless the consent.of both par- 
ents was given in writing. The father 
was found and the license was finally 
procurred. This fact was communi- 
cated to Justice Morrison, 

Madame,“ he said, bring your girl, 
her prospective husband and her father 
into, my chamber. I want to talk to 
you.’ 

He was gone only a minute or two 
and when he returned said: “I will not 
allow this child to be married nor will 
I dismiss the case against her. Such 
an instance of depravity one 80 
young I have never known ‘before.
